Manila, Feb. 5.— (0 a.m.)— The insurg- 
eiita miide a gonurul iissiiult on the dc- 
feiicos of tlie city last nighl, and at this 
hour tho biitllo Htill nigos. 'J"he ansanlt 
■\Viis niade from i;vory iniiirlor at 8:30, 
nt a Kivou sig-uiil from Agiiinaldo's head- 
quarters. Tlioiigh surprised by the sud- 
denness of the attaek, Gen. Otis was 
l)re|)ared to meet it and prcvontwl any 
l)i-calc of his liues. Firing was (,'eueral, 
and the iiutpesls all around the eity were 
imnu'diutely en!;"Ki-'d. The insurgents 
met with little success, every attempt 
beiuK sneei'SKfully resisted. iN'o attempt 
wa.s made during tho night to force the 
insurgents from the strong positions they 
occupy in the trenches dug by the Span- 
ish iroops for tho defence of the city, 
but which liave been in nniny places 
tnriK'd by the Filipinos into worUs of 
ofTenoo tigainwt the town they were orig- 
inally intended to defoiul. There has 
been n<i cessation of tiring since the at- 
tack c<MumeiH:ed. Admiral Dewey at 
otice made anuugeuieuts to support the 
troops, and the Charleston, Monadnoek 
and Oallao were moved up into position, 
.ind a vigorons tire was openc»d. There 
has been no outbreak among, the, natives 
in. the city. -All the American; and Euro- 
pean women have been placed' on: boiinl 
the transports in the harbor, .v - 

Mauila, - ffeb. B.— 3 s p. ■ ni.— The long- 
expected' war betweeufthe.Americans and 
FilipJnbs}' has c6me--atMaBt.. ,• .The clash 
icame-at 6:85 yesterday, evening when 
■••tiiree 'dashing. Filipii^os darted past the 
^Nebraska regiment's; pickets at Santa 
Mesa but retired when challenged. They 
■.repeated the experiment without drawing 
■Tthe sentries' fire. The third time Sor- 
:£cant Henry challenged them then tired 
-and killed one and wounded another. Al- 
■most immediately aftorwiirds, the Fili- 
pinos came from Ca'.voocan to Santa Me -a 
and commenced a fusilnde which was in- 
effectual. The Nebruskan, Montana and 
North Dakota outposts replied irregular- 
ly and held their ground until reinforce- 
anent.s arrived. The Filipinos coiicentnit- 
• ed at three points, Oalvooeau, Cagahiin 
.and Santa Mesa. About 1 o'clock the 
Filipino.s opened Qro on all three regi- 
ments simultaneously. It was supple- 
mented by the lire of two siege guns at 
Balik Balik and by advancing their 
skirmishers at rundican. The Ameri- 
cans rcspondeil with a terrible fire, but 
owing to the-darlaio.ss, they were nimble 
to determine its ofCect. The Utah Light 
Artillery (imilly succeeded in silencing 
the native battery. The Third Artillery 
also did good work on the extreme left. 
The engagement lasted over one hour. 
Tho Unittxl Slates cruiser Charleston 
and the gunboat Concord, stationed ofC 
Mnuilhon, opened fire with their S(x.ond 
batteries on the Filipinos' position and 
kept it up vigorously. .At 2:1.5 there was 
another fusilade along the incline and tho 
United Htnti's d(,ul)lod-tunotcd monitor 
Monadnock opened fire on the enemy 
from off Utalate. With daylight the Am- 
ericans advanced. The Californian and 
■Washington legiments made a splendid 
charge and drove tho Filipinos from the 
villages of Pacr. and Santi Mesa. The 
Nebraska regiment also distingui.shed it- 
self during the early lionrs capturing 
one Howitzer and a very strong posi- 
tion iit the reservoir which is connoeL- 
ed with tho waterworks. The Kansas 
and Dakota regiments compelled the 
enemy's right to retreat to Calboran. 
There was intermittent firing at variotis 
points all day long. The losses of the 
Filipinos cannot be estimated at present , 
but they are known to be considerable. 
The United States losses are estimntinl 
at twenty men. killed and 125 wounded. 
The Ygorates, anned with bows and ar- 
rows, made a very determined staml in 
the face of the artillery fire, ;iiid h-ft 
many dead men on the field. Several at- 



tempts wore made in this city yesterday 
to assassinate 'United States, officers. . 

London, Feb, 6, — A Manila 'des- 
patch to: the Morning Post says: "The 
splendid ■ police system prevented a gen-i 
era! outbreak iu the eity, though several 
Hohliers were attacked by the natives in I 
the Hueet.s. LieUt. Chas. Hogiin and i 
Sergt. Wall were shot by threu natives, 
the former being seriously wonndi-d and 
the latter slightly. liieut.-Co!. C<)ttou 
was iittiiekod by a native with a sw(n-d 
\vhilo riding in a carriage to the front, 
lie killed his assailant with his revolver. 
Sharp shooters within the United States 
lines shot and killed a .sergeant while he 
was sitting at a window of the Second 
Keserve hospital. Col. William Smith 
died of apople.\y. Muny of the insur- 
gLiits were driven into Passag River and 
d.rdwtu'd. .Several - hundred were taken 
prisom'rs. 

In a subso(i\ient telegran; in the follow- 
ing stateuieiit "Last night— Saturday- 
ami to-dav's engagements have proved a 
veritable slaughter for. the Filipinos, 
their killed being reported' as- amounting 
to o.dOl). The American forces coulil 
sciird'ly have been better disposed. It is 
now known thatlthe attack was fully e.N.- 
peeted, and that every preparation had 
been nnide to meet them. Firing slaek- 
'ened at noon (Sniulay), the enemy biMug 
apparently demoralizwl. The American 
troops, however, are fully etinipped to 
meet a possible attaek to-night. Agnm- 
aldo's private secretary has l)een ar- 
rested as a spy in Manila. I'erfeel^ quiet 
now reigiiH in the eity. .More lhau a 
hundred Filipinos were taken ln>m l ie 
trenches and are being eared for by the 
Auiericiin luisiiitals. 

Washington, Fob. 5.— Admiral Dewey 
to-day cabled the navy dejiart- 
ment" that hostilities bad begun between 
the United States army and naval forces 
iu and about Manila and the Philippine 
Insurgents. The Insurgents, ho said, 
bad been the aggressors and had been 
reimlsed. 'I'he admiral's message was as 
follows: "To the Secretary of the Navy, 
Washington: Insurgents here iiiaugui- 
ated a general engagement yesterday 
night which was continued to-day. The 
iumy and navy is generally successful. 
Insurgents have been driven back and 
iiur line advanced. : No .casualties to the 
navy. 

WashiiigUin, Feb. 5. — The follow- 
in" cable^'ram from General Otis has 
been reee'ived nt the War Department. 
"Manibi, l''eb, 5: "To the Adjutant-Ccn- 
eral, AVashingtou: Have established our 
permanent lines well out and have driven 
off: the Insurgents. The troops have con- 
tained themselves with great heroism. 
T"he country about Miinila is peaceful 
and the city perfectly quiet List of 
casualties to-uiorrow. i , '. • 

Washington, Feb. 0.-12:15 a.m.— 
Tho following supplementary dispiitih 
from General Otis has just been made 
public: Manila, Feb. 5, to Adjutant- 
General— Insurgcnta in large force open- 
ed attack on our out lims at G Ao last 
evening; they renewed attack several 
tunes during the> ■night; at 4 o'clock this 
momlng the entire line engaged and all 
attacks were repulsed; at daybreak we 
advanced against tho Insurgents and 
have driven them beyond the lines they 
formerly occupied, captured several In- 
Burgouts and their defence works. The 
Insurgents loss in dead and wonn(le<l 
is large, our own causnlties thus far 
lire estimated at X"y, very few fatal. 
The troops were entlius'astic an,l acted 
fearlessly. Tho navy di.i splendidly on 
the llnnks of the enemy. The city is held 
in check and absolute quiet prevails. In- 
surgents have secured a good many 
Mauser riUes, and a few field pieces and 
quick-firing^ guns with ammunition dur- 
ing thCj last month. 

Manila, Feb. t!.— It a. m.— The Fili- 
piiios hav(> appaiently reached the cen- 
i •.•Insion that Americans mean business as 
I there were no further hostilities last 
! night and no ntttempt was made to rc- 
i cover the lost ground. It is possible, how- 
' ever, that they are fo'lowing the tactics 
I they emploved" against the Spaniards and 
i wili morelv lie off a few days to recuper- 
Mite their forces before returning to the 
attaek. It is iuqxissiblo to ascertain how 
i the news has been received at Maleolos, 
i the seat of the Insurgent Government, 
I but the Filipinos in .Manila e.\press the 
opinion that the movement for indepen- 
dence has received its death blow and 
that anne.xation will soon he welcomed 
generally. 

Hongkong, Feb. t!. — The Filipino 
.riinta here has issued a statement set- 
ting forth that fighting at Manila was 
onlv an ontpuost skirmish designed to 
inirueiice the vote in the United States 
Senate to-day on the Peace Treaty. 
HOW IT COM.MKNCED. 

.Manila, Feb. 0.— The fighting yester- 
day was not the result of anything ag- 
gressive on the part of the Americans, 
but was precipitated by the action of 
n.iiive soldiers, who refused" to- obey. the 



order of a sentry, who chaJlcnged the 
passage of his post. Ttvo natives un- 
vanced to an outpost of tho Firat Neb- 
raska regiment, who are stationed to the 
uortheast of Manila- \a they upproache<l 
the sentry, the latter ordered Uiom,,;. to. 
halt. They insolently refu8ed't6-d6 :8o;. 
and continued to ndyunco.' (-pCliieyt^^nfry. 
uguin,aillfed^-uppn them to, halt,'!^and-' as 
they ^ald:-'nb?attontion to the ordiiir, : he 
leveled' his rifle and fired upon them. 

The action of the natives leads to tho 
supposition that their refusal to obey the 
sentry was part of a preconceive<l plan. 
No sooner had the sentry fired than the 
Filipinos, who were occupying block- 
house No. 7, fired a gun, which wa.s evi- 
dently the signal for an attack to be 
made on the Americans. 

'I'he Nebraska regiment was encamped 
in the \ieinity of the outiKist where the 
sliooling oecuiTe<l, and it was upon this 
ri'giment the first attack was made. Ini- 
mediutely after the tiring of the signal 
gun the Filipinos moved against the Neb- 
raskaus. I'hey were not prepared for 
the reception they got. .They .th«nKht 
thi'v would take the Americana by sur- 
prise, but in t'nis they were grievously 
disappointed, finding ■ tho ■ Americans 
reiidv for any coutingencj-. .v , 

The firing spread , on both sides nntil 
there was extensive firing going oh at 
all the OHtptKSts. The American troops, 
who hud been e.vpecting trouble, were 
glad to have an opportunity to square 
aecount.s with the natives, whose in 
solenee of late was becoming intolerable 
and responded with alacrity and vigor 
to the lire, of the Filipinos, which was 
heavy. The enemy occupied the trenches 
thev have boon digging for some days 
past in plain view of the Aiiu'rieaus, 
much to the disgust of tlu> latter. 

In the ineantinu> .A<liuiral Dewey had 
not been idle. During the night it was 
iiiipossihie for him to use shells, as hii 
tiring woulil have been as dangerous to 
till' Aiiierieans as to tlie natives. \\ 
gave orilers, however, tlnit as soon as i 
was light enough to allow the positions 
of the enemy to bo dotermineil "with ae- 
eiuvu y. the cruiser Charleston and thi 
capt;i'red gunboat Callao should take a 
hand. At daybreak the two warshii)s 
took positions and fired on the enemy 
north of the city.: ■ Later tho monitor 
Monadnock was ordered to attend to the 
Filipinos to the south of ^ Manila. The 
iiosition of tho'^ienemy , wtus accurately 
located, and the 'wnrships poured a 
heavy fire into them. It is reported that 
the losses of the natives by bombard 
ment were very heavy. 

The .Vmerican land forces were al.s( 
iiillieting heavy losses on the enemy 
This niorning they eomnieneed a vigm-ous 
inhaiice all along the line. The eiiem.V 
uttoinpted to hold their positions, but tlie 
Americans would not be d(,'nied, and soon 
the natives were being presscil ' back in 
every ;direetion. Thp Aracrteans main-

The natives were wildly e.vciled. and had 
il not been for the spleinliil police system 
estalilisheil hy the Anu'rieans, tlier 
would have been a general outbreak and 
looting. 'J'he police, liowevor, kept a 
strong hand on the initives and prevent- 
ed any very serious trouble. 

INCIDENTS OF THE FIGHTINc;. 

Tlie Tennessoes joined the firing line 
at 10 o'clock on 'Sunday morning and 
assisted in capturing Santa Mesa. . ■ r 
' One of the most notable 'events' of Sun- 
da.v's work was driving the Filipinos out 
of their stronghold at Paco' by the re- 
s(>rve, a fen- compiinies of Oulifomians 
commanded by Col. Duboce. Tho main 
road to the villngi; was lined by native 
huts full of Filipino sharpshooters 
.Vftor they had been firing upon General 
King and his staff, killing a driver and 
firing on an ambulance of the Red Cros.s 
Society. Col. Dulw)ee ordered the huts to 
be cleared and burned. The Filipinos 
c(HU'enlrated in the Paco elinreh and 
c(invent. where they niiide a deteiTuined 
stand in the upper stories. A platoon of 
(^alifornians statioiu'il on ;i neighboring 
bridge maintained a hot fire on the Fili- 
pinos, but wore unable to dislodge tln-in 
In the fae(> nf a tiM'riMe fusilade. Colonel 
Duboce and a few voluntein-s dashed 
into the eluirch, scattered coal oil insiib 
of it, and si>t fire to the oil and retired 

In the meantime Capt. Dyers' battery 
q£ the -Sixth artillery bombarded the 



church, droppiag a dozen .shells into the 
tower iuid rj>of. Company L and, Com- 
pany G of the Califoniians charged- into 
the church, but were unable to ascend 
the single llight of steps leading to, the 
stoi:y abpvp.H ^ A company iOf the Idahos 
iind' Washington ' Guards; . stationed ''l on 
each side of the building, picked off the 
Filipinos as . they were smoked '-' out. 
Many of tlie rebels, however, escaped 
into the bush in the rear of the church. 
The Amoricans captured 53 of the rebels 
and during the fight about tho church 20 
of tho rebels were killed. 

Some 2,r)00 women, children and non- 
eoinbatauts -svere allowed to enter the 
American lines after promising to go to 
the houses of friends and remain there. 

.-Vnother intensely exciting incident oc- 
curred during the engagement. The 
AVashiagtons and Idahos and Comiiaiiies 
K and M of the Califoniians made 
cliarges across the rice fields betweim 
Paco and Santa Anna in the face of a 
terrific fusilade. The ground over 
which they passed was covered with 
dead and wounded nil fives. The former 
were being Imrii'd in groups of five or 
si.K aliont where they lay, and the latter 
were brought to the hospital. 

It was at this point and at Oaloocan 
that the Filipinos s|iffered their heaviest 
losses. - Tho . Fpurteenth regulars wore 
in a hurry to get. 'pince near Singalou, 
and Ool. Oubbcc.' was eompelhKl to rush 
past them with the reserve iu order to 
pnivent the regulars from being cut off. 
In the last line I'J men were killed before 
the rebels retired. 

l?oth sides <-bw)rod frequently during 
till' eiigageinent. The American "hur- 
rahs" Were almost invariably met by 
the native " vivas." 

.\niong the natives llie Vg;irctos were 
s|)eci:illy noticeable for their bravery, 
about 70 of these naked savages facing 
artillery fire with their bows and arrows. 
ICXCITEMEN'T IN .MANILA. 

The scene at Manila when the alarm 
was given on Saturday night was ex- 
( iting. The Ainorican soldiers in the 
theatres and at tht; circus were culled 
oat; the perl'oniianees were stopped, 
l-'ilipiiios scurried everywhere, and the 
rattle of nmsketry ainl the booming of 
cannon oiitsiili' the eity was |ilainly 
heard. The residents of the outskirts of 
.■\Iaiiila Hocked iiilo the -\valleil city with 
their arms full of elTeets. All the car- 
riages ill the city disappeared as if by 
magic, the street cars -were stoppeil. the 
lelegr,-i|)h lines were cut, and the soldiers 
hurriedly but silently niarehed out of 
the city to the stations assigueil to them. 
The stores were closed almost iiLstantly, 
foreign Hags were to be seen Hying from 
many windows-, and white rags were 
hung out from Filijjiuo huts and houses. 

On Sumliiy immcpse crbwdir' of pe<)pl.e 
visited the water front and gathered in 
the highest towers to watch the bom- 
bardment. Th^re were no street cars 
or .carriages to be seen, and the streets 
were almost deserted. The Minnesota 
police searched every native and arrest- 
ed many of them,' with the result that 
while there were ■iscveral attempts to 
assassinate Araeric'lin ofHcers on Satur- 
day, there were none on Sunday. Abso- 
lute order was niainlaineil. 

The United States llagship Olynipia 
went across tlio bay on Snmlay and took 
a poskion near the (Jeriiian cruiser Irene 
and till' Uritish ei'iiiser Narcissus, oil the 
mole. 'J'hey were still then! .Monday. 
The .\meric:ins are ilelermined iK,t to 
give the Filipino.s a chance to rei-uperate. 

The oliicial liftt of dead and wmindeil 
has not yet been suliinilteil for inibliea- 
tion, and it is inijiossible, owing to the 
fact that the regiiiieals are scatt(.'i-ed, to 
iditaia reliable lists except from head 
ijuarters.

Washington, Feb. G.— The treaty of 
peace negotiations between the commi.s- 
sioners of the United Stales and Spain 
at I'aris was to-day ratified by the Unit- 
ed Slates senate, the vote being 57 iiyes 
to 27 nays, or oni? vote more than the 
two-thirils majority necessary to secure 
senatorial concurrence in a treaty. The 
vote WHS taken in executive session nnd 
nntil tho injunction of secrecy was re- 
moved the result was supiwsed to be pri- 
vate, but the Vice-I'resideiit had no more 
than announced the figures before the 
senators rushed out oC every door lead- 
ing from the senate chamber declaring 
that the treaty had been ratified. 

No vote had been taken in the senate 
since tliat ou the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman hnv that has 
been followed with as close interest as 
was th(! vole of to-day. The aiixiely 
was due not to the magnitude of the 
(pieslion at issue but the uncertainty 
whi(-h atU'iidi.'d the matter up to the last 
monieiif. Only the select few knew how 
Senators McFnery of Louisiana and 
,lonos of Nevada would vote halt an 
hour before their votes were cast, and 
not even these: knew, when. the bell rang 
for the; executive, session' at a quarter 
past t'WOii-i-'Many,' jof .the.,, vast throng 
which was turned- . from the galleries 
after the;dbors were Closed in response 
to Seuotar .-Davis'' motion lingered Jn the 
corridors; ail 'waiting- eager for'-, the first 
news from inside. It was generally un- 
derstood that the first 45 minutes were to 
be given to speeeh-inuking but llie 
crowd apparently was prepared for this 
dela.v. Within tho chamber, the interest 
was niori! inteu.sc. Very few senators 
left the chamber e.\eept those engaged in 
the cloak rooms in trying on the one side 
to gain voles for the treaty and on 
the other to prevent a break in the ranks. 
Senators Aldrich, Lodge and Elkins, 
who have given their especial attention 
to securing of votes to insure the rati- 
fication, were donbtfal of the rrsiilt when 
the secret session began, while Si-iiators 
Gorman and ,lones, the leaders of the 
opposition, eonsidercil their forces iiitiu-t. 
Half an hour afterwards it was whis- 
pered that .SenatcH- JlclOnery had been 
won over on cuidition tli'at his dechiral- 
oi-y resolution should he adopted snhse- 
(lueiil to the passage of the ralilication 
resolution. When this news was con- 
firmed it was known' that mtification 
was assured, for Senator McLnnrin had 
already anmaineed his intention to vote 
for the treaty, in view nf the condition 
of aflairs at Manila. Senator .Tones 
came over al the last moment, making 
the vole one more than was necessary. 

News of the ratification of the treaty 
reached tin; White llinise almost imme- 
diately after the aiinonneenient of tho 
vote. " I'ostmaster-Cleneral Smith was 
with the President at the lime and wns 
the lirst to congratulate him. Jv'nturally 
the President was gratified at the vote; 
and so expressed himself. Within 4p 
minutes after its ratification, General 
Cox, the secretary of the senate, appear- 
ed with the treaty itself which he prompt- 
ly delivered into the President's hands. 
After the ratification of. the treaty, the 
Senate in open session took up a joint 
resplution offered .by -Mr. McKnery de- 
claring a^poUcy £oir, the, Philippines and 
an effort was made to adopt, but tho de- 
bate occupied so • much time that the 
resolution, went over until to^miirrow. 

Loudon, Feb. 7.— The Times in nn edi- 
torial expressive of its satisfaction at the 
rallficntion of the peace treaty by the 
United States senate says: ^"Wc pre- 
sume the Americans will be^in'ho hurry 
to establish their government in every 
corner of .the 'isiands. They will ninre 
likely be .'content to' make lliemselves 
secuio at important points nnd to leave 
the rebt to time. The Filipinos will tire 
of knocking their heads against a brick 
wall nnd by degrees they will discover 
that life is "quite tolerable under Anicri- 
caii administration."

THE APPEAL TO SECTIONALISM 

In its coninients on the defeat of the 
government candidate ia Victoria tlio 
Province declares that tha constitutional 
■question cut no figure but that the real 
fiuestion was Island supremacy. That 
wi! may not be aeeuBed of miaiiuoling 
•our contemporary, its exact language 
itniy be given, which was as follows: 

We hear a great deal said about the 
"constitutional" issues on which the elec- 
tion was fought, Iml, as ;i matter of fact 
the "constitutioital' issues 'were not is 
sues at all, constitutional or otherwise 
The real issue was Island supremacy 
and the. Victoria people voted for the op- 
position forj no, other; reason (than that 
tliey d6sirea\t<i-euiec a ;pr^tiM^^ a 
go»^errimcnf of which a' resident of Vic- 
toria Is n6t the leader. Tliat is all there 
■ is io it and that is all it means. 

How grossly fiilse this is, it is not 
nece8saTy;|tp tell the people of this city. 
They know "that the so-called issue of 
"Island supremacy" was iiev(M' mention- 
ed in the campaign, except; hy the Prov- 
ince, which can hardly be said with truth 
to have been in the eaniiiaign at all. The 
Ijattle was fought out squarely on tlie 
•constitutional issue, and if any further 
•proof were needed than was given by tlie 
speeehos delivered by the opposition can- 
•didates and their supporters and the 
manner in which the Colonist conducted 
its part of the campaign, it was a&orded 
by th^' meeting of opposition supporters 
on Saturday night, whoa every speal;er 
treated the victory as a triumph oC the 
Constitution. . A desire to vindicate th« 
reputiitipii. .of ,Mr. Xurn^c ' undoubtedly 
contributed much to ttie result. A de* 
terniiiintlon to crush the supremacy of 
Joseph Martin before it assumed too 
formidable a magnitude also had its in- 
Huence. But the one great issue upon 
which the people of VictoTia believed 
they., were pronouncing, the one great is- 
suo' lipon' which they desired to bo under- 
stood as speahiftg, was tlie coilstitutional 
question, involved in the disinissai of 
the Turner ministry, and the passage ot 
the Dcane-Prcntice bill.' 

nvory one linows -w-hy the rrovinee 
takes this position; luit it inay he well to 
rcanind readers of a few facts 
may have escaped their mcniory. .-M- 
most immod-latcly after the prorngtitioa 
of the Icgislntiire Last y(-ar, the Province 
deehired ifselr sti-imgly against Vancnu- 
Tcr Islaml, even going so far as to ad- 
voiale till' separation ol' the Island from 
the Mainland, by the en-cUoii of a sep- 
nrato province on the Maiidand-. As tin 
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election drew near it attempted to ex- 
plain away what it had said on. this 
subject and at the same time began to 
clamor for the election of Mr. Martin. 
It heeame and has remaineil the organ 
of Mr. Martin, and has since on every 
possible oocfisioa endeavored to stir up 
feeling on the Mainland , against the 
Island. It now deliberately mls-atates 
the plain signilieance of the late cam- 
paign, the very palpable object being to 
e.Kcite the feeling of the Mainland peo- 
ple against those of the Island and there- 
by strengthen Mr. Martin's iiosition. 

Not only is the charge of .seetionalisin 
not borne out hy the late campaign, but 
it is ilisproved by the Icgislalio'.i of last 
session. The two chief acls of t'.ie ces- 
sion oC 1803 were the railway subsidy 
iict and the rcilislributiou act. The for- 
mer provideil for several lines of railway, 
iind not one of them was on the Island. 
The latter added six ropreseutativos to 
the legislature, all of them from Main- 
land constituencies. 

The absurdity of Vieloria's raisinj^ 
the cry of "Islniid supremacy" is of it- 
self snillcKnt to answer the charge. Van- 
couver Island has ^ fourteen .representa- 
tives ill a house of thirty-eight". ' There- 
fore on a' sectional issue the Island 
would be outvoted by a majorily of ten 
New AYestminster district and Kootenay 
can (Hit vote the whole Island, and they 
can do it because the Turner ministry 
gave an n<lil itioiial member to Vaneou- 
vor and three additioinil members l<i 
Kootenay. For Victoria to declare for 
sectionalism, for any one in this see 
tion to raise the issue of "Island su- 
liremncy" would be suicidal. The Pror 
iace knows this as, well as any ouc else, 
and it is simply cndeavoiing to strengthen 
Jlr. Martin's hands on the Mainland, 
when it pretends otherwise. 

THE CONSTITUTION. 

A'cbntemitorary says: "We suppose the 
IJritisii 'ConsBtntioii is safe'nbw; "What 

a relief." It is not safe yet. Personal 
government has been "scotched, not kill 
ed." The British Constitution will not 
lur;'sa'fe;>lnl'Briti8h...Columbia , until the 
.Semlin ministry has been compelled to 
accept the responsibility for and defend 
the dismissal of the Turner government. 
When that has been done constitutional 
piactices will he restored, but not till 
then. So far as the principle of respon- 
sible .jgpveroment is concerned, it is ciuite 
imiJiatorliil how' the house shall vote 
upon the act of the Liculonanl-tloviT 
nor. The case divides itself naturally into 
two parts. One of these is the act of the 
Lieutenant-GoTemor. The other is the 
responsibility of the Semlin ministrj' for 
that net. It is possible that a legislat- 
ure, which i>assed the Denue-Prentiee 
bill, will vote to conlinii the action of the 
Liciileiiant'-Goyernbr... But thp people 
have yet to belieard from, and the next 
uenci!il election in this province, when 
ever it shall he hold, will settle whether 
in the opinion of the electoTato the Lieu- 
tenant-Ooveriior was warrniited in with- 
drawing his confidence from Mr. Turner, 
We do not lose sight of the certainty 
that the wliole matter will be threshed 
I. at in the House of Commons, hut in 
the end the i)eoi)Ie of this ])ri)vince will 
determine the matter. Any action which 
tlie Hpusp pf . .Qomnious is likely to take 
will be more of an academic nature 
than anything else. The peoi)le of Brit- 
i-ih CoUimliia sliouUl never lose sight of 
the fact that they de(-ide their own 
rights. 

FIGHTING AT M.\NILA. 

The opening of hostilities in Manila is 

the hegiiuiing of a very serioin campaign 
for the United States forces. In 
sense the battle at IMsinila was timely, 
because it will ensure the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain. All differences 
of opinion hetween expansionists ami 
non-exi)ansionists will vanish in tljo face 
of an enemy in the field. The nature 
of llie niililary problem- to be solved by 
the United States is similar to that 
with which the Spaniards had to deal in 
Cuba, only It is much more dilUcult. 
The scene of operations is nearly twice as 
far from the base aii was that of the 
Spanish campaign in Cuba. The natives 
are more numerous and certainly quite 
as goo<l fighters. The cliina'td o'f the 
Philippines ia as unfavoralile to natives 
of America as that of Cuba was to na- 
tives of Spain. An additional dilllculty 
in the ]>ieseni case is that; whereas iii 
Cnlia the operations against the rebels 
wei-e coiiiiaed to a single island, in the 
Philijildaes tliey will have to endiraee 
the \yholi< :ircbii)elago. I'lttling the ia- 
terpretatioii n|)ou llic news received that 
is most favorable to the claims of the 
United States, it will hardly be asserted 
that Ihc opcrallons so far have resulted 
cry favorably to the American arms. It 
an hardly bo supposed that the b'ilipinos 
an hold out iu thosi> parts of the is- 
inds lhat.are accessible to the fleet; but 
this is tnerGl.t the fringe of a'verj' large 
and idniosr impassable region, that is, im- 
passable to a regular army. 

In addition to the not unnatural desire 
of the Filipinos for independence, tliey 
win be inspired in the conflict by the idea 
that they have been sold bj- Spain to 
the United Stales for $20,000,000 th(! 
sum wliicli the latter power has agreed 
t'l |iay for the rcllriqtiisliment of Spanish 
.-iiiilioriiy ovor the islands. Their assent 
t'\ the ti-iiisfpr was never asked, and it 
M ill occur lo most independent observers 
that, there lias been some ver.v had man- 
ageini-nt in that connection. If the 
I'-ilipinos had been approached iu a 
spirit of coiiciliution iti. the first place, if 
they bad been consulted as to the terms 
of the transfer, th(>y miglil. have seen 
their way i-Ioar lo acc(>pt the inevitable 
without a struggle, in wliieli ease they 
would hiivo claimed hereafter, as the 
people of Quebec have always claimed, 
(hat they were not a couquereil raiv, Imt 
lann- into United States empire through 
mutual concessions. There was, liow- 
cvcr, in the cnso of Quebec an element in 



the form of the Roman Catholic clergy, 
which coiitribute<l greatly to tlie pciice- 
ful actiuisition of that province, .and this 
W(Mild have been lacking in the Philip- 
pines. As the ea.se secnis to stand, un- 
less the contlict is brought to aa end al- 
most immediately, it is likely to he pro- 
longed for years, and to cost the United 
States niiiiiy lives and much treasure, 

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 

Kcsuming the discussion of the rela- 
tion between exports and imports, atten- 
tion may be directed lo the case of Great 
Britain, the imports of which country 
exceed the exports by about a billion dol- 
lars every year. A very considerable 
part of the exports represent British iior- 
inaiient investments abrond, and hence 
there can he no direct importation to off- 
set it. If a surplus of imports represents 
a loss, Great Britain would have been 
pumped dry long ago. The Britisher 
looks at the msitter somewhat in this 
way: We sent out of the country this 
year £200,000,000 of mercliandise, and 
we got haek £-100,000,000 worth. Coti- 
setiuently wc have i200,000,000 more 
merchandise in/theecoi-atrj' now than 
we 'had at the' bdginnliiff of the year 
This does not loll anything like the 
whole story. In this statement of ex- 
ports only the produce of the United 
Kingdom. Is. included, , a portion of the 
imports being exported. Tills accounts 
for about, oiie-iiuarter of the difference, 
yet there is left, very nnu'h more than 
enough to render the inquiry interesting. 
A portion, of the, excess, of Imports.is na- 
duubtedily represented by the carniiigB of 
foreign invi.'stinentK, another |iorlion by 
the cariiiii.crs of sliii)s, another by the 
pridit upon British business ventures in 
the colonies and foreign countries- Ulti- 
mately all the profit on tliesc'triiiisactioiis 
fauls its way to Ijondon and , appears in 
the imports of merchandise or ill tlie re- 
ceipts of coin and bullion. 

To illustrate the miUter further: A 
Hriti.sli racreantile house ships goods to 
Ceylon.; this gives it the value of those 
goods in Ceylon to its credit, and this 
credit would, in the simplest form of 
trade, be coveicd by exchange on London 
The cash would not be remitted. Cash 
is only remitted when,,there Is nothing 
else to remit. How wotild the Ceylon 
liiin get erolit ia Unidon? The answer 
is that it would have credit in Ijondoii 
because it had credit iit Ceylon, or he 
cause it had already established a credit 
in London hy shipments oC merchandise. 
It would not be necessary for the Cey- 
lon linn to have shipped the merchan- 
dise to Loudon. It aught have ahipi)ed 
them to Now York, and the Now York 
house to whom they were shipped might 
have established its credit iu London by 
shipments of American wheat. In 
otlier words, the Manchester cotton 
spinner might get his pay for the goods 
worn liy the Cingalesi; out of the pro- 
ceeds of wheat grown on the prairies of 
North America. 

Now a-' busines.; i-; always conducted 
if possible at it profit, In the very great 
majority of cases, no matter how many 
such commercial inyoJutions as the above 
occuV' before the' account is fairly bal- 
anced, the bu.vers and sellers all mak(! .a 
prolil. Hence it follows that whatever 
the showing of the exports anil import.s 
of merchandise may he, tlvc people carry- 
ing on the business are making a profit. 
If iiuliviilniils make a profit the- eoiinlry 
iii.-ikrs (iiie, for every business transai- 
tioii is expected to yield ii profit to boUi 
parties engaged in it^ If -it does not, 
ihe conditions are abnormal and cannot 
be perinaneiit. It is nniuifestly im])ossi- 
hle for tlie majorit.v of persons engaged 
in business to make a prolit and yet the 
eiiinury lie the Joser. . Tlite TOnsidenitlon 
will supply aa additional reason to those 
giyea on Sunday why the morehamlise 
balance of the tnido returns taken alone 
is au unsafe guide to any economic con- 
clusions. .., , . .

the chances for feed on the way. All Is 
trail and puck horses, or steamboat and 
canoe. 

Tlie forest along tho Skagit river for 
miles Is granil, and as, so far, tho lumber 
lump has not, found Its wn In, there Is a 
el inice to see the bush at Ita best. From 
the great towering cediirs nnd llr down to 
the tiny soeilllngs growing In their bed of 
muss, what a mass of growing vegetation 
tliere Is, all struggling for their sharo ot 
space ami.' sunshine. Every rock nnd the 
stumps of fallcti- trees Is blanketed In a 
tbiek hod of It, dotted with bright berries 
and fungll ferns of many kind line the 
trail and cling to tho rocks at the sides of 
tin; waterfalls. Best of all are the magnin 
cent iild ecdai-s, often standing in groups of 
fiiur or live to thoniselvcs, each as straight 
as an arrow and with great, graceful 
bianclies sweeping ilewnwards. Towards 
the summit wo leave the thick timber 
hchina. Here ' the .Bitles ot tho halls are 
covered .with this brightest of autumn-tinted 
rock mople, and. mountain ash, often grow 
liig oa-the' bure-rocks. At the stiininlt the 
timber Is still thinner; a grassy ridge 
stretcbes north and south, dotted with 
Juniper and balsam. The view from the 
sninndl must lie one ot the finest la this 
land of views; aiu! a line day Vancouver 
Isliind can he seen as a grey cloud on the 
horizon, and Mount Baker rising up whit 
out ot a sea of black forests. It Is nn effort 
10 grasp such a vast sight with one's eye, 
much less describe with a pen. Across the 
sumnUt wc leave behind forest-nnd salmon, 
canoe and cannery, arid come to a lond of 
cattle nnd bunch grass, horses nnd brand 
sluice boxes anil nionltors. Atl* rlnceton 
there Is a gonil chance to see all of these. 
The surniiniiling bills are the snnmier 
i-angi'H cjf the SlaiUkiinieen cattle. Brand- 
ing Is going on now. The "boys" are hard 
at work;, some gathering, others holding a 
"bnneh," whllo the rest are separating. 
Their camp is under a clump of gnarled 
old cotton wood; smoke Is rising from the 
akliM of the morning Arc; close by runs a 
clear little creek; spare horses are fiH'ilIng 
near by the tents; there are sailillcs anil 
"ehiips" anil nipes hanging on the branclu-s; 
klti-beii boxes, camp kettles anil blanket 
rounil the tent; It Is all qnlet anil deserteil 
now, but It will be a Jolly camp this even 
liij^ Down by tha river Is another camp 
ot a very different kind— a camp ot dugout 
cabln'c and Oblna pumps, flue boxes, and a 
gGucral air of opium and pork, chickens aud 
a miniature garden. Don't ask the first 
(!blnamnn yon see how the gravel Is turn- 
ing out. I can give you his answer, and 
so savo trouble: "Halo catch up mutehec." 
b'nrther up the- river are the. hydraulic 
properties— another bit of new British Co- 
hnnbia. A monitor Is wanglng away at a 
graver bank, tearing up nature by the 
roots. A man In gum boots lip to b\e 
middle Is guiding Aio, monster by the neck, 
while the rest ot Its body, like a htige 
snake, trails up the bank nnd connects with 
the big flume. Now It Is all about the 
"ilinnii," the aniiiunt of water In the lltinio, 
f:eals per yanl uf gravel, of the trouble 
siinie linuliler which Is loo lica-.-y to be 
waslieil away, anil of the man above, who 
thinks be lias a prior water right; while the 
reil-linrked pine trees nnd 'frantic squirrels 
nre wondering how long It. Will Inst, c Down 
the Canon to the SImtlkamecn we go; pnss^ 
lug a prospector with bis pack horse, his 
piospectln.g jilek, or his saddle, his pockets 
full of "specimens." a bit grimy, and 
ragged, but full of hope anil good nalun'. 
.\ail here Is ohl Baptise In cam)) with his 
p:ii-k ti-iiln mill a lilg cargo nf flour from 
] 'rlaei'toii. Xo, we have not seen your 
"pintocuton," and It Is too bad that you 
have spent, -the day, since tho "little sun" 
la ' hunting hliii. At Twenty-Mile creek, 
Iinlf way to tho !Keremeos, we have a 
ciuMiee to see n qunrtis cnmp-ln Us first 
sliiges of development. Forty or fifty miles 
friim steam conimnnleatlon. without roails. 
or ti-all, or Innilier, or anything, hut pluck 
anil coiilUlenee that the values oblalneil on 
Ihe snrfaee will liolil out; so they are sink- 
ing soiiiii of tliem; others are building 
cabins, others burning eoal pits. There nre 
sounds; of', axes, of IkiIIows and nnvll, the 
boom of a blast and a rattle of rocU.s. 
In the cvcaing over tho Are you will hoar 
of tlio hopes o( the, cninPi^.hoiw ninny "wild 
cats" bave been staked, ot hnlf Interests 
and bills of sale, of license numbers nnd 
town lots, of illseiiveiy posts anil the Inst 
assiij-. In passing the mouth of the Asb- 
iioln, who that hns once camiieil In that 
delight fill valley does not wish he were 
linek there now? "Itut the Bheep are n 
thing of the past," you say. Mnybe they 
are and may be thoy n-TC not; one thing Biire, 
Ashnola has not lost Its charm to some of 
UB. Here are tho Kcromoes Pints, with 



their sage brush, nnd Russell fnmes' green 
alfalfa fields and Irrigation ditches, hay 
meadows and ryo grass, cactus and 
shiimach bushes. Comfortable looking 
homes there are with orchards and gar- 
dens. Just enough to show what can be 
grown. There are larks and robins sing- 
ing everywhere, nnd blnejnys and magpies 
about tho buildings, a. clear bright sky, 
with a scent ot sage . brush and 
hay In the air. Tho steer Is king, 
wdnter pasture the other. tSo that the 
prospects f or . thp coming winter, the price 
per hOad of beef cattle, tho calf crop, or the 
fwd on the range are the nU-lmportant 
suliji>cts. The dry air nnd absence of 
nbid gives everything a clean nnd healthy 
look; fruit trees, horses and taen. A short 
ride over the divide and we nre at Kalr- 
vlew, whore mining and milling Is the 
storv once more, only this time In a more 
advanced stuge^tbo Stage ot Burleigh drills 
and modern stamp mills, of the deep work- 
ings and steam hoists. You will hear the 
latest stock quotations and of directors' 
meetings, of gold on the plates nnd coii- 
(enliates per ton, and other things.

It V.theii runs . along ' Summit^ Middle 
and Shnliow lakes, when It takes to the 
woods niul runs to Lake Bennett. It Is In 
very fair coiulltlou all the way through. 
-Mull use tandem teams mostly, and in 
some places horses abreast, but the former 
mode being the priiidiile method. 

Th'.' railroad at present only huid.s .jias- 
sengers as far as the White Pass ( Vi. miles 
from here),.but It M-lU soon be completed 
up to the sumnilt'Of thg, ■Wh.lte; Puss. It 
Is aigranLsIgW ;t6-,seoVth*ehtroW towering 
up above the river, and where tho people 
or passengers are laaded they have a huge 
hill to climb to the station. There are 
liniidreils of men employed on this rail- 
road at present, working In different camps 
or lays, one camp being at 'Whito Pass 
i;ity, one at the ford, one at the summit, 
and tho lost camp at the; Ijpg,.Cabln, em- 
ployed 
Atari, 

This will .bOj ihe trail ^o'^AtUn as It Is only 
about S2 miles from tho Log Cabin, making 
at about 80 ndles from Sknj,'way. Then 
there Is also tlie Toochl fall, which Is 
about 2.") miles lonj^er than thi! former, 
Is not used much, except by parlies truvel- 
lliig from Itaclne's tbaber lease, «n TaliU 
Arm. The Faptall cut-olt Is lu fairly good 
condlUou now, men' making' the distance 
from Atlin to Log Cabin In a day and a 
half. This trail was surveyed, by a rail- 
road survey, so consequently Is shorter 
and very little grade. 

Mr. Graham, the gold commissioner. Is 
still at lieunett, awaiting the arrival of 
Captain Kant, who arrived here on the 
City of .Seattle this murlllIl^^ lie Is kept 
viry busy day after day by lu^w comers In- 
quiring for licenses, etc. He leaves for 
Atlln in about a week's time. He Is also 
awaiting the ari-lval of Mr. 'Brownlee with 
his survey party, who all arrived here to- 
day onvithe Ontcb. These parties all leave 
Kkngwny for their respective duties im- 
mediately. 

The Victoria business men are eomla^r 
well to the front up here, such as in the 
hotel, merchandise and packing business, 
the prbiclpal hotels and stopping places 
hebiK run by Victoria men. 

Kews of the alien law having passed ' 
was received hero to-day, and has consider- 
ably dampened the spirits of all the Am- 
ericans up here, not 'knowing what to and 
how to take It. It certainly has put a 
stop to the large rush that was comiuone- 
luff to come In to Atlln. 

The weather up here has been exceeding- 
ly soft, not having frost enouRli to thor- 
oughly freeze i\w lee on the rivers, animals 
breuklui; throuKb In several places. 

I was surprised to see .so many well 
known Victoria faces arrive on the last few 
boats, tho majority of them bound for the 
new land of gold. 

The railroad company Is taking the ma- 
jority of the contracts to land freight 
la to Atlln. I so* Mr, Banncrmuu, of Vic- 
toria, has started freighting on the trail, 
and tho Victoria-Yukon Trading Company 
aro preparing to start over In a day or two 
to their mills at Luke Bennett. 

The Lake Beuuctt district, I see, is liable 
to turn out just ao rich in .'a may as the 
Atlln, as It has some very valuable quartz 
ledges, the Itedman quartz clnlin eoniing 
to till! fore, 

There Is ([ulte a lot of prospectliiR goliij; 
on lu ilic Atlln district at present, ami 
peojile are dl.scoveiiiig new creeks right 
alontr. but as to their value It Is not yet 
ascertained, as there has not been digging 
eiiijUKli (lone on them to know. 

It Is surprising that there seems to be no 
quartz men eonilnj; In M-lth stamp mills or 
quartz mining material.

'J'bo trial of llegina vs. Xichul, tho pro- 
ceedings instituted by Messrs. .1. II. Tur- 
ner nnd C. E. Pooley against W. C. 
Nicliol, editor of tho Province, for crim- 
inal libel, v, as commenced yesterday bc'- 
forc Chief .Tiistice McColl and a special 
jury. Tho trial was adjourned from the 
fall assizes, as the comnUssion appointed 
to take evidence in! London had not 
then reiKirted. Mr. Charles Wilson, Q. 
C, and Mr. R. Cassidy api>enrod for the 
prosecution, and Mr. E. P. Davis, Q. C, 
and Mr. W. H. Langley for the defence. 

The court did not sit long'yesterdiiy, a 
very short session being v h^d in -the 
morning, and the aftciruopn session; last- 
ing but .two hours. ,' The case -for the 
prosecution, however, wns closed, thoy 
simply proving (ho public^ntion of the 
weekly I'lvivince, formerly published in 
this city, and c(Uiiplying with u few otlu>r 
formalities. Mr. Laiiglcy also delivered 
the oponiiig address for tho dofonco bo- 
fore adjournment. 

On nccount of some inisunderstanding 
as to the time for which tho case had 
been set, there was u short dohiy in get- 
ling started. Jlr. Davis renewed tho 
(dijection of the dofonco to a trial before 
a special jury.

The failure to attend of two'jtirynien, 
both of whom -wore required to make 'up 
the jury, caused an adjourumont for 
half an hour. 

The jury, as linally selected, was com 
liosed as fo-llows: Samuel N. Itoid (fore- 
iiuiii>. .lohn Savannah, (icorgc I*.

A plea of jnstiflcatioa was, put in, 
eimtcnding that the allegations 'Contained 
in the article weiro true in substance and 
in fact,, and that they were published for 
the ]>ul)lic benefit. 

Mr. Davis formally applied for an ex- 
i> iislcui of the time fixed for the return 
of llie ri'iiort of the commission .taken in 
EngJund, the reiiort-having been roceivwl 
one day after thft time set. 

Mr. Wilson objected, but the objection 
was overruled. 

In order to save the time of the court, 
Mr. Davis made live admissions to (Ik 
effect that tlio article had been published 
by the defendant Nicliol in Victoria; that 
it was published as sot forth iu the in- 
dictment, and that the parties referred 
(o were Messrs. Turner and Pooley, at 
(he time premier nnd president of the 
executive council. 

llaviiiK made these admissions, Mr. 
llavis said the burden of proof now rest- 
ed on the dofonilant, and there was 
nothing for (ho prosecution to open with. 

Tlio Cliicf .Tustice— That would be 
placing you in tho position you might 
liave iilaced yoursolt in before entering 
yiMir plea. 'i'he prosecution must opiMi. 

Tho court room being ratlier cojd, the 
Chief .luslicc reinaiided the cnso until '1 
o'clock, remarking as he did that if llie 
room was not then wann ho would fur- 
ther niljiiurn tlu^ case until this lUorninK- 
On tlu' court n'-:isseiiil)linj,', .Mr. Cas- 
sidy oiioned tho case, explaining that tlie 
prosecution was a private one by Mr. .1- 
II. Turner and Mr. C. E. Pooley, who 
alleged tliat the article which referred to 
them was a defamatory libel. Tho iiro- 
seculion iniglit have' had the crown nn- 
iler(ako (ho prosecution, but instead they, 
at their own expense, ttxik steps to have 
their charactere vindicuteil. It was pro- 
viilod tinder the criminal code that inein- 
hers of a government attacked as .Messrs. 
'I'uriior and I'ooley had beon attacked, 
('(Uild (1(1 away with the proliiiiinary hear- 
ing and bring the case directly before 
tin- higher court. But they had under- 
taken a private prosecution and canu 
before tho jury as private citizens, not 
as politicians, to usk for a verdict on the 
article. , 

Mr. Cassidy quoted from the article, 
cOQlincntdng on tlie same in passing, and 
said there-was no doubt as to what tlu? 
charges meant. Ho also (luotod from the 
defendant's plea of justification and held 
that in such a pica tho defendant ('oiild 
not justify only parls of the nrticle but 
must justifv the whole aitic'e. The 
charges in the article were direct. They 
alleged that the ministers had betrayi d 
their trusts nnd (hut they hiui aci'epted 
bribes. AVere tho niinistors guilty of the 
charges made it was a unit tor of iiiib- 
lic inti^resl tlnit the eliarges should bo 
linlilish.od. l?ut it was for (lofendant 
to iirovo I hat the char>;es wore true, not 
Hiune of the charges, but thni all of the 
charges won^ true. If any part of the 
cliurges were proved to lu? false the 
liroseoutors woro entitled to diiinnges. 
^Ir. Cassidy quoted authoritioH in sup- 
port of this.

libellous and'shqwing the bitterest hatred 
of the men attacked. The charges 
were the most serious that could be 
made against public men, fdr if thoy 
were true, tho men so charged were li- 
able to a long tenn of iiuprisonment. 
Tlie prosecutors came before the jury as 
private citi'/.ens, not; as politicians, and 
the jurymen must dismiss all political 
considerations from their minds. It 
must be shown that such articles could 
not be publi.shod about pubra^ men, to 
gain a political advantage. There wns 
a (luestion as to whether luiblic men 
sliould .become diiectors of (•onipanics. 
Mr. Cassidy conimoncrd to read a list 
of public men, commencing with Ijord 
Duffcrin, -who were connected with Brit- 
ish Columbia mining companies when 
Mr. Davis objected. 

The Chief Justice said there was a 
proper time to put in the, names if Mr. 
(Cassidy wished to do so, but it would 
make no difference for the fact that souk 
luililic men belonged to companies did 
not jirove anything. 

Mr. Cassidy continuing said his c'.icnts 
(lid not complain oC the publication of 
liie fact that thoy were directors of min 
ing companies. What they did complain 
(if were tbe^chargcs tlmt they had accept^ 
ed bribes and sold their country. 

Mr. Ian Ckdtart was (he lirst witness 
calleil and spent some (line in explain- 
ing the distinction between (be Province 
Company, I/iinited Liability, and tho 
Trovince Publishing Company. He was 
shown a copy of the Province of Janu- 
ary 29, 1808, nnd said that it was pub- 
lished by the Province Company, Limit- 
ed LiabiUt.v, and that Mr. Nichol was 
editor at tho time of publication. 

Mr. Davis objected to (he admittance 
of the paper, holding that (here -^vas 
iiodiing in it in connection with tho ar- 
ticle complained of. 

The Chief Justice admitted the paper, 
pointing out that in it reference was 
made to tho magistrate wlio committed 
the defendant. 

A copy of the Province of April 30, 
1898. in which reference was made to 
Mr. Turner; a certified list of the public 
men connected with companies in Brit- 
ish Columbia and a copy of tho Brit- 
ish Columbia Mining Gazetteer, contain- 
ing the names of men connected with 
mining companies,- were not admitted. 

This closed the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Langley. in opening for the de- 
fence, said he had no intention of going 
into the cas(> at any Icgtli, leaving com- 
niont for Mr. Davis, after the dofonco 
bad shown that the ai:(>gations were true 
and that tlio imblicatiou of the same was 
justilied. Evideuco would lie produced 
sliowing that Messrs. Turner and Pooley 
did lend their names to the proniotiim 
of compiinios nnd that their names and 
(dllcial titles appeared in prnmiiieiit 
phi(-es in the advertisement of Ihe coni- 
liaiiies. The defence would also show 
that the gcnllemcn nientioiied had re- 
ceived lietweeii two and three hundred 
jiouiids as directiu-s' fees lUid that tlu^y 
also received shares in the conipaiiies 
:Mr. Langley referred at some length to 
the iiromotiiHi of coniiiaiiies in London 
and said but one (jf the companies with 
which Messrs. Turner and I'ooley biid 
beon cnuiioctcd liad paid dividends and 
(bev had not made a return to Siuncr.sot 
Iloiise lis roiinired by law and only one 
of them bud been registered (o do busi- 
ness in British CoUiuibia. The article, 
he contended was fair comment nnd was 
]iublisluMl ill the public interest.,,, 

Mr. Davis tendered the evide'noe taken 
bv (he commission in London; ' ■ 

JEr. Cassidy objected to the admission 
of the evidence, contending that it had 
not been taken as directed by tho court. 
'I'lio commission had refused to put the 
interrogations and cross interrogations 
nnd had proceeded contrary to practice 
and the direct order of the court. 

l lie court wns adjourned until this 
iiioriiing ut 11 when the point wdl bo 
argued.

If it hadiMOt been for the opi)ositiim 
members, whp were quite ready for the 
motions in tlioir names appeariufr upon 
the order i)aper, the house would hiivc 
had very little new Inisiuoss to proceed 
with this afternoon.

Where climatic con- 
ditions were nnsiiitablo and there was 
no aileiiuate methixl of disposal of the 
collections of those closets. The.se elos 
ets were no doubt very good in the r 
places, but no advantage in the cola 
weather. 

Yet another blunder of the board of 
healtli was recorded ^vlu■Il tlicy had pri 
vented the use ot the river water in cei 
lain pliic's, anil at the same lime had 
inih'icd the closing ui> of tin' wel.s— legis 
hitioii which coultl not be regarde-d other 
wise than a stcj) in the ilirec.b.n of hel])- 
ing out the br(fW(u-.s. 

Ill conseiiueiice of these and other 
errors of judgment on the part of the 
board of heallh us originally constitnt- 
cil, he I'laiiiicd that the interests of the 
country would be conserved by the tak- 
ing awav of the power from such a 
board and vesting it with the government; 
responsible directly , to tlie' pebple-r thi 
board of to-day beln^'rau lrr,e.?ponsiblo 
bod v. 

At the same time as it was-proposed 
to have the health department un<ler an 
e.vpert professional head 'tlieru'Vonld be 
fewer mistakes, or' no more at any rate, 
than under tlic old order of ull'aiis. ■ The 
question of reduced exi."'use was the 
last and least argument in behalf of tin' 
measure which he now asked the lioi/se 
to consider read a second tmic. 

Mil. TUKNIOR looked upon this bill 
as a v<'ry important and a very radical 
measure.' He deuieiT that the old board 
of hetiltli had proved itself a failure by 
any nicahsi and while the act by which 
it "had been created was quite possibly 
capable of improvement as many other 
acts were, it was fur from deserving the 
sweeping condemnation that had been 
bestowed uiKUi it by the I'rc'sident of the 
( 'oiincil. 

AViih regard to the city of .N'dsoii, 
tlie I'resiileiit of the Council had appar- 
ently gom: far out of his way in order 
to iiitrodnce his (Mr. 'ruriier's) namt; in 
the discussion; indeed this seemed to 
be the only object of his remarks in this 
connection. .\s a matter of fact iie 
was very much astray in this (|U'.»f;tion. 

The order had not been given ti iml in 
a sewcrat;!! system at all. '.riiere had 
liceii a rotten wooden p'pe conveying a 
consideiable portion of the sewage of 
the town in some cases across the streets 
and again across large lots, jiiid from 
this (dd wooden pijie there was continu- 
ally dri[)ping sewage matter, which was 
lartiely responsible for the introdu(!liou 
jind spread of typhoid. The order was to 
reiilace this woo<len pipe, and to replaci! 
it (piickly iu the interest of the public 
health, and miturally he had done all in 
his jiower to facilitat<' the work, under 
circumstances which be had tiheady de- 
scribed fully. 

The I'resident of the Council had said 
that tlie sewage of Nels.ri was run info 
the river and iu fact could run nowhere 
else. The truth was that rh'3 s.-wage had 
not been run into the river, but on a 
large flat near the town;. 'and between 
ft and the river, ^ '^'l'^ if 'tlilii'^President of 



was a matter. on W^ch;- expects r&Hllr 
fered widely. • Thisi woi-'rnot'^thfr ques- 
tion ihut the^old board of health had 
iicte<i on; they hadrfbundi causes 'produc- 
ing, their results in fevers that' threat- 
ened : the lives of the communities and 
they had acted promptly and effectually, 
as the abiitemont of the fevers in ques- 
tion demonstrated. The earth closets 
n^l'orred to had been foui^d necessary 
more particularly in the city of Itosshind, 
where their intrcdnetioiL had been ef- 
fectual in checking fever and saving life. 

As to the proposed change in the sys- 
tem of administering tlio health afTiiirs 
of the province, so as to take them out 
of the iiaiids of exjiert professional men 
and lilace thi'in in the hands of the gov- 
ernnieut, the innovation was one that he 
could not approve. M'lie right system 
was undoubtedly that which it was now 
pro|ioseil to do awuy with, and which 
had be<'n adoptitl in ntlier countries 
recognized as among the most advanced 
and progressive in the world— where the 
board of lieaJth was kept apart from 
politics, and constituted of'tho men best 
(pmlitietl as specialists^to deal with health 
matters. It was' ccrtoihlyai retrograde 
step to cancel 'ai 'bbard of health as 
formed at present. In order to place the 
health of the province in the keeping of 
a government which, liowevi'r honest in 
its intentions, could not be expected to 
lutderstand the best methods to he pur- 
sued ill the conservation of the interests 
of the (•(Miimunily. 

The board of health men miglil make 
mistakes— it was iml tii lie c.viiected that 
they would be faullless— but the average 
citi/.cn, like himself, would prefex to 
trust his health preservation in the hands 
of a board of the best, doctors in flu 
province to imttiug this matter in tlu 
care of tlu? I'reniicr, ttie .VI loriiey-t Icie 
eral. or even Ihe Minister of h'imiiiec. 

MK. ,1. .M. .MAUTIX fjivored the bdl 
and ciimiilinientcd the government upon 
its introilucliiiu, because Jtossland had 
been iirevcnted by the board of health 
rrom draining its sewage into tho Col- 
umbia river. United States cities present 
in;; precideiits for such pollution as 
bariiilcss iu the cases of tlie cities drain- 
ing into the Mississippi. 

.MK DIO.VN'IO also welcomed tho bill, 
because Jvamlooiis Imd been prcv.cnited 
from disposing of ' it.s sewage iu the

MU. BBBRTS pehif»il to 'he riot that 
I^fitisii Columbia coiihl not expect al- 
wavs to have as president of. the council 
so ■eminent a sanitarian as the Pin.-sident 
of the Council, and this Khvilhl "ot be 
omittwl from consideration in dealing 
witl! health matters, . .

the province than thus to take theiiiin 
Ihe ndvantage of the province than thus

ways to have ill its membership lU mcili- 
cariiiaii ami an cxjiert on sanitation. 

Mr Crcen (Kuslo) commended the 
government for the introduction of this 
measure, iironouiicing the board of 
health ii'rbitrary in its acts and devoid 
of coinmon sense. He declared that 
wells liail been ordered closed iu many 
places without any analysis of the water, 
ami that in .Siivertmi, New Denver and 
Slocaii City dry earth closets, had .iJecn- 
onlered without any means being avail-, 
able for the disiKjsal of; their contents^at; 
regular intervals or ln;a sanitary man-^ 
ner. , , ^, 

HELMCKI3N (testified to the 
g(Hi<l work of tho old lioard, coinposwl 
of capable professiounl- gentlemen, and 
was suiTJrujod. at the language the Presi- 
dent of the Council applied to them. As 
for the bill now offered to the legislature, 
it contained 'no provision at all for tho 
health affairs of the province being left 
in liie hands of medical men— it avus not 
cVen specified that the secretary ami ex- 
nerfc'bead' should be a practitioner. 

HON, MR. KHMLIN looked upon the 
hoard of heallh of the past, from a po- 
litical ixiiiit of view, as a buffer be- 
tween the government and the jicople.

HO.N. MU. M.MITIX iioiiited out that 
the governiiieiit had selected for the 
olllce of secretary a gentleman who was 
a s)ieciulist in sanitary science and wheii- 
eviu' epidemic tirose or the need of such 
a niim's presence became apimront he 
would bo seat to the dhitrict intorosted.

Wasliington, Feb. 5.— The news 
from Manila came like ii shock for the 
administration, tliougli it had been nji- 
prised tliat an ugly situiition prevaileil in 
the I'liillipiiies, hut liad clung stead- 
ily to a hope that hy tai.'t and patieace 
actual tigliting might be averted, and 
even those puhlit' men who felt that hos- 
tilities Would follow should the treaty 
be ralilicd and the Unilecl States at- 
tempt to Di'i-iipy the islands, believed 
that Aguinaldo would ikH force the 
lighting when tin? treaty of peace was 
in its most (.'ritieal stage. Some sena- 
torial opponents of the ratilication of the 
treaty adhere to their position, but the 
geuerjil opinion in Washington to-night 
is that the news from Manila insures 
the ratilieaticiii of the treaty to-morrow 
afternoon. U'he news of thi> beginning 
of another war caiiie from Dewej-. >,'o 
word has been received from Gen. Otis 
up to nightfall. It seems to be Dewey's 
fortune iilways to be nble to report fn- 
vorable news, and like all of this mess- 
ages that bare gone before this cablc- 
grum.itold of the suceesa of the 'United 
States forces in the action. It was with 
great regret, liowover, that the adminis- 
tration learned that the in.surgents had 
forced the issue. It liad hoped all along 
that they could ho brought to see the ad- 
vantages of placing their trust in the 
American people, and roly upon tho Pres- 
ident to deal justly with them. The ad- 
ministration argued that with the Phil- 
lipine Conunission fairly on the sea en 
route for JIanila, bringing with them 
niossages from the President and the 
\m\W treaty still to be iicti'd oii, it was 
not to bo orcditcd that tlioy would rofuso 
to wait to le;irn the purposes of the Unit- 
ed States Government, but would pre- 
cipitate tlift long impoiiding conllict. The 
situation is regarded here as rather anom- 
alous from a diplomatic standpoint. lyO- 
gally the Filipinos are still Spanish sub- 
jects. Therefore, if hostile operations 
continue outside of the limits of Manila 
as laid down in tlie protocol, it ^vill 
amount to resumption of the war with 
Spain, at least technically. Officials 
noticed one little Haw in Dewey's des- 
patch, in that he sjioko of the United 
States army and navy as "generally sue 
ecssful," conveying just the least inti 
motion that at some points the. -results 
were not as satisfactory as at '^others- 
It Is inferred here that this might mean 
the development of weakness at some of 
the niore exposed pohits on: ttie United 
States lines which might easily be ex- 
plained by the fact that the attack was 
made at night, perhaps in places, where 
the insurgents could creep close in the 
shelter of the jungle that grows nearly 
into the town of .Manilla. 

Every contidence, however, is felt that 
Gen. Otis is master of the situation. 
The forces under his coninuuid as shown 
by the records of the Adjutant 
General's ollice December 1, the date 
oC the last report, were 21,049 troops. 
Approximately (i,000 men are ou their 
way to join General Otis in four separate 
i."\ped:tiiins, Ihc.ngh none are expi'cted to 
reaidi .Manila for three weeks or a 
month. These troops, with those now 
in Cuba, reiiresent the cre:im of the 
United States army, according to Gen- 
eral Corbin. It is true that only about 
a.UOO of General Otis' soldiers are regu- 
lars but his volunteer soldiers have been 
under thorough disciijliiie and training 
for mouths, some' as much as eight 
months, and many participated in the 
engagements attending the capture <it 
Manila and are practically as good as the 
rcguhirs. 

No one hero knows the real strengtli 
of tlie Insurgents oiiposed to Otis. The 
reports of the numbers are coniiicting and 
none of tlieui come from reliable sources. 
Still the best belief of the authorities 
at the War Department is that they num- 
ber ;50,000 men, but they are not eojn- 
liarable to the United ^tates, forces., in 
licrsonuel, discipline, or: quality- tii arms. 
It is known that they have some Maus- 
ers, some Ileraingtons and a variety of 
other lire arms, and it is suspected that 
they have been quite plentifully supplied 
witli ammunition from outatde sources. 
Taken as a -whole' this armament is de- 
cidedly inferio'i- to thot of the United 
States troops. Then, with inexperienced 
olllcersi-;iti many casc^ even the coloucis 
<it regiments being not' more than 21 
years old, and their lack ot knowledge of 
tactics, they are at a great disadvantage. 
Their strong point is their knowledge of 
tlie country and a certain fanatical brav- 
ciy in onsdaught that would bo formid- 
able to a volunteer force not well tvain- 
ed to stand lire. Like the Gub.ins, they 
ndy too much ou a, HWord-lik(^ weapon, 
c(u'res[ionding to the machete, a wea- 
pon of little value a),'iiinst long-range 
rillcK. Altogethei' the 'War Department 
olllcials have not the slighiest doubt of 
(ieneral Otis' aliility to hold his ])osition, 
and (be only cause for apprehension is 
tlu! fact tliat by taking to the interior 
of the country jirai'tically impassable for 
United States troops in the approaching 
rainy season, n prolonged Indian light- 
ing style campaign may follow. 

Kosides his soldiers, Otis has at iiis 
ba(;k in JIanila Ha.v conmianding tlu; 
city, a verilalile rock of Gibraltar in 
Dewey's fleet. With the vessels he has 
and those about to join him Dewey will 
have 21 ships of various type.". The lleet 
cannot operate against troops in the iu- 
torior Imt undoubtedly Dewoy will draw 
tight a cordon of blockading vessels 
aidund tlio Island of Luzon and make n 
sp<'cial effort to absplutely shut off the 
Insurgents from the supplies and am- 
munition which they must have to carry 
on thd war. 

Diplomats took a lively interest in the 
news, realizing that the Government of 
the United States will call upon them 
very early to see to it that no aid of 
any sort i.i rendered to the Filipinos und 
that no fililiustering expeditions slmll 
leave their soil with munitions of war 



or supplies for the Insurgents. Special 
precautions will be asked to be taken at 
Singapore and Hong Kong, the pruic:pal 
points of the eastern trade, to prevent 
the dispatch of vessv/is carrying secret 
cargoes in' aid of the insurgents. It is 
believed that the interests of other na- 
tions in a peaceful state of things in the 
east will cause them t(! exercise special 
vigihince in this respect, as a matter 
of much importance in view of the great 
number and extent of the Philippines. 
AV'itliout the receipt of arms or ammuni- 
tion from the outside the Insurgents will 
he badly handicapped. The United 
States, by refusing to recognize Agou- 
cillo in any way. is iu a strong position

They would not say 
whelher or not any steps had been taken 
kiokiug to his e.\pulsi(ni from the United 
States or his arrest, Imt his status, it 
can be stated, has already been the sub- 
ject of careful study. It wos -impossible 
to-dav to secure any relatioiBBHWith tha 
Filipino Junta which hasiits' Jieadqunr- 
lers at the Arlington. The members ali- 
solutcly, declined, to Irecelye , calls and 
kept steadily \n their apartments. 

AVnshington, Jan, 0. — Agoncillo, 
the represontntivo ot Aguinaldo here, 
left Washington at midnight- lie was 
undoubtedly advised ot tlie skirmish and 
till' supposition is that he wanted to get 
rait of Washington. Ilis secri'tary says 
he has gone to Haltiniore. 

New York. I'cb. 5.— A despatch to 
the Herald from -Mbaiiy, .N'.Y., says that 
Agoncillo, representative of the Filipinos 
•Tunta iu this country, passed thnnigli 
that city last night en route for Caiuida, 
According to in formation received by 
the correspondent of (he Uerald the Un- 
ited States (iovernment has no mtc'i- 
tion of making an arrest of .Agoncillo, 
and will iillow him to proceed across to 
Canadian si,>il. 

TO ni.N'ISir AGUINALnO. 

New York, I'-eb. O.-A despatch to the 
Herald from Washington says: ' »f 
tloiis win be sent to Major- Ciieral " 
morrow directing hlni to follow up his \ k - 
tory over the Insurgents anil to crush the 
power ot Aguinaldo lu the FhlUliplnes.

General Corhln. It was further dclded, 
now that, Aguinaldo has thrown down t ie 
gauntlet, that Hollo sluiU be taken and the 
Islands of the nrchipi-lago occupied as rap- 
idly as possible and to extend as tar as 
Geu. Otis' forces wlh permit. llu? vic- 
tory won at .Manila was the cause of sla- 
eere congratulations in the executive nuiii- 
slou, lUKi the President expressed himself 
as delighted with the performance of onr 
oflicers and men. President Mclvliiley 
greatly deprecated the action of the Insur- 
gents in precipitating a conflict. It has 
been Ids hope that wlicn tbey understood 
(lie heneflclent purpose of the Washington 
government they would wlllinffly consent 
to , the extension ot United States sov- 
relgnty over their homes. It was pointed 
out to-night that Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers-have placed themselves within that 
provision of the President's proclamation 
decla:rlng It to be the purpose of the uni- 
ted States to hold to strict accountability 
those responsible for the disturbance of the 
pence and order of the Island or who fall 
to recognize the supremacy of the United 
States.
